Pioneer Grower? Dead 


William C. Hendrick, pioneer cit- 


rus grower of Azusa and long-time 
member of the executive board of 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, died suddenly Wednesday 
while visiting his friend, W. W. Heth. 
Death is belitveu to have ^ccri ~ue 
to heart disease. 


Born in Illinois or pioneer farming 


stock, Mr. Hendrick came to Azusa 
in 1892, and during his life was in- 
tensely active in the development of 
large citrus holdings and the Azusa 
Irrigating company, when he 're- 
signed. For many years, Mr. Hen- 
drick was manager of the Azusa 
Citrus association and a board mem- 
ber of the Azusa-Covina-Glendora 
Fruit Exchange. 


He was the owner of the Azusa 


Orange company and maintained a 
packinghouse for the product of his 
extensive groves. 


Politically he was always a staunch 


Republican, and during his early 
years he served as a member of the 
Republican county central commit- 


Besides his widow, Mrs. Nellie A. 


Hendrick, he leaves a brother, E. H. 
Hendrick, of Idaho; two sons, E. H. 
Hendrick and Ashley M. Hendrick of 
Azusa; arid four daughters, Mrs. 
Helene B. Hendrick, Azu»a; Miss 
Mabel Hendrick and Mrs. Elida Ly- 
dell of Monrovia, and Mrs. Hulda 
Elliott of Azusa.

Not for several years have walnut growers expressed as 


much optimism, or had as much reason for doing so, as was re- 
vealed in the atmosphere of the annual meeting of La Puente 
Walnut Growers association, held Tuesday at the packinghouse 
in Puente, when a barbecued dinner was enjoyed, and reports 
heard from the local and state associations. 


A general feeling of satisfaction® 


was apparent among the individual 
growers, while the speakers during 
the morning and afternoon sessions 
showed that the handling of the crop 
and the prices obtained were highly 
satisfactory as compared with re- 
cent years. 


Increase in price, the complete 


disposal of last year's crop, and the 
carryover from the year before, 
were subjects for congratulation. 


General Manager Carlyle Thorpe 


and Manager W. E. Goodspeed of the 
control board both explained the 
success obtained in exporting to 
Europe this past year. There were 
800,000 bags of nuts to move, they 
said, which included last year's new 
crop of 560,000 bags, and a carryover 
of 240,000 bags. Of the 240,000 bags 
of carryover, 205,000 bags were mar- 
keted in Europe. 


EUROPE PLEASED 


Manager Thorpe said that he made 


a trip to Europe last fall with the 
expectation of possibly being able to 
sell a maximum of 50,000 bags. But

Tuberculous Capitalism— 


If there never had been such political the- 


ories as Socialism, Communism, Fascism, etc., 
the present economic system in the world 
would nevertheless have undergone a revo- 
lution, with political revolutions as a corol- 
lary.

Lien Shark Confiscation— 


Judge Collier of the superior court is labor- 


ing heroically to uncover one of the sorriest 
and most depressing grafts we have in our 
muddled civilization at Ihe present time—the 
lien sharks that buy assessment bonds, and 
who go into court and declare the bonds de- 
faulted, with the penalties often greater than 
even the original purchase price of the prop- 
erty, to say nothing of what, it might be said 
to be worth today. 


A default-in the sum of $72.80 in interest 


and principal payment proves to be only re- 
deemable thru the payment of $1342.40, just 
to take one illustration out of several hun- 
dred petitions for judgment in default befove 
the court at the present time. The itemized 
demand includes lawyer's fees in nearly half 
of the amount; innumerable items connected 
with clerical transfers. In some cases the 
property had not been in default but a few 
days, and all previous payments had some- 
how been paid. The victim receives no notice 
whatever of the action of default. He knows 
nothing of it until the judgment has been 
entered. It is not required by law that he be 
notified. These judgments have been granted 
by the hundreds in the courts in this state 
during the last few years. 


How is the sale of real estate ever to come 


back to normal under such blows? Southern 
California's greatest business—thrft of selling 
lots to home-hungry citizens, has been ruined 
—not only thru these grafting, unconscionable 
default judgments for street and light assess- 
ments, but by taxes on real property. 


That name "real property" was given to 


real estate, and all land, in the Anglo-Saxon 
parlance, because it was considered it was 
actually the only property existing that was 
real and wholly tangible. That is no longer 
true. Several years ago a banker in Los An- 
geles, now dead, who had watched the city 
grow by methods that he wholly disapproved, 
declared that he would not lend a dime on any 
piece of property in the city of Los Angeles. 
It was subject to confiscation at any time, 
owing to the assessment racket. 


Is the time coming when citizens will 1 


seen leaving the great cities in droves, carry- 
ing their personal belongings, as in the tragic 
trek to the rear by the French villagers dur- 
ing the world-war? If some sense of security 
is not accorded to these contract holders, the 
big towns are due for a final collapse, and 
property will go back into the hands of the 
federal and state governments from whence 
it originally came. 


There will be a redistribution over a long 


and painful period. It has already begun on 
a huge scale in some states in the union. And 
lien sharks are hastening the day.

gress and the president by the farm- 
ers of the nation, he said. It had its 
inception in the Hoover administra- 
tion, but was not accepted by the 
congress of that administration, and 
finally came into force under the 
Roosevelt administration. 


OUTPUT INCREASING 


The talk of W. E. Goodspeed, man- 


ager of the control board, was one 
of the most absorbing and interest- 
ing of the day. Among other things, 
he pointed out that there are 135,000 
acres of walnuts in the state, 47 per 
cent in full bearing, 37 per cent 
young, and 16 per cent non-bearing. 
There are also 20,000 acres in Ore- 
gon. 


In ten years production will be 


doubled, he said, and for this reason 
waya must be found to exercise a 
one hundred per cent control of the 
sales. There must be complete co- 
operation and control, or the mar- 
kets may be ruined. 


This year the estimate of Manager 


Thorpe is 650,000 bags, of which 
540,000 can be absorbed in the Unit- 
ed States, leaving a much smaller 
amount for export than last year. 


COST OF CRACKING 


Arthur W. Christie, field man for 


the association, made an interesting 
address, and among many phases 
touched upon he deplored the move- 
ment toward the establishing of lo- 
cal cracking plants in association 
houses. He said that in those plants 
that had been locally established the 
cost last year for cracking had. been 
13.47, as against 9.71 in the central 
association's plant in Los Angeles. 
Re thought the attempts to maintain 
many scattered plants impracticable. 


Another speaker was M. H. Kim- 


ball of the Los Angeles county farm 
bureau, who outlined much of the 
cultural work that is in progress, 
and spoke of the important meet- 
ings scheduled 


SECRETARY REPORTS 


Of special interest was the report 


of W. R. Stanton, secretary-man- 
ager of La Puente association, who 
is known as a veteran in the walnut 
packing business, and whose report 
was received with unurual evidences 
of approval. 


Parts of this report revealed that 


the total weights of walnuts received 
at the house this past year was 
5,197,092 pounds, or a little over 25 
per cent less than the 1932 crop. 


After receiving the additional 15 


per cent payment on merchantable 


The total expense for handling the 


1933 crop, including the care and 
banding of 6500 acres of trees as an 
aid to codling moth control, was 
$43,454.20, or approximately $17 per 
ton on door delivery weight. This 
amount was reduced by customary 
use of house cull value to $32,118 
which was charged against growers' 
accounts nt the rate of $12.50 per 
ton on processed lots; $2.44 per ton 
on 68,090 pounds of orchard run 
walnuts which were too low in qual- 
ity to warrant processing and con- 
sequently were sent direct to the 
cracking plant.

•ears old, fall into the lake behind 
his dam last Saturday, and despite 
he heroic efforts of Mrs. W. H. 
'iper of 910 Dalton avenue of that 
:ity, who had accompanied the lad 
o the dam, the boy sank to the 
KJttom and could not be located. 


With a group of boys, including 


icr own small sons, Mrs. Piper had 
escorted the lads to the dam for an 
outing. When the Dickson boy fell 
n, Mrs. Piper dived and succeeded 
n getting hold of him, but he slipped 
"rom her grasp and was lost in the 
dark waters. 


Announcement was made this 


week by James K. Reid, superinten- 


walriiitsi"which™has Deeri"promised 
by Mr. Thorpe, this association will 
have advanced to its members a to- 
tal of $523,317.86, or a net field run 
average of 10.07 cents per pound in 
all 1933 crop walnuts. The average 
net return per pound on field run 
seeds will be 7.42 cents and buds will 
net an average of HJ/4 cents per 
pound field run, the report said. 


The crop of approximately 2600 


tons was produced from 4655 acres 
of budded trees and 1968 acres of 
seedlings, which yielded an average 
of 772 pounds per acre for budded 
acreage and 814 pounds for seedlings. 


Buds accounted for 69.3 per cent 


by weight of all walnuts delivered, 
as against 73.3 per cent buds for the 
1932 
season. This decline was caused 


by a late frost which affected certain 
parts of the district where buds are 
grown. 


BEST OF QUALITY 


The quality of nuts shipped was 


the best in years, especially the 
budded, as 94.1 per cent of them 
were shipped as Diamonds, 4.08 per 
cent as Emeralds, and 1.82 per cent 
as Suntand, while only 9.2 per cent 
of seedling No. 1's were shipped as 
Diamonds, 66 per cent as Emeralds, 
and 34.8 per cent as Suntand. All 
"babies" except 49 bags were ship- 
ped as Emeralds, which is the high- 
est grade for that pack. 


The reason for packing a higher 


percentage of walnuts as Diamond 
and Emerald brand than has been 
possible heretofore was due both to 
lowering of standardization require- 
ments on percentage of light meats 
and the fact that growers delivered 
nuts of superior quality which we 
were able to hold and blend to an 
advantage. 


financed the spraying of 2727 acres 
of walnut trees for control of codling 
moth. This was accomplished at a 
reduction of 31.6 per cent below the 
average cost per acre for the pre- 
vious year. The average cost per 
acre for the 1933 spraying was $5.82 


Towers were used on 90.8 per cent 


of all acreage sprayed, which result- 
ed not only in the best codling moth 
control the association has ever ex- 
perienced, but also effected an aver- 
age saving of 55 gallons of liquic 
spray per acre, which means an ac- 
tual saving of approximately $1500 
on the combined acreage sprayed 
An average of 591 gallons of spray 
material was used per acre. 


APHIS CONTROL 


The association purchased a large 


Rees duster, with which 2273 acres 
of walnuts were dusted for contro 
of aphis. A charge of 25 cents pei 
acre was made to pay for cost o: 
operation and to apply on the orig- 
inal cost of the duster, which was 
$458. Dusting with this type of ma- 
chine proved effective in savings o 
material, speed of operation anc 
control. Average cost of dusting ap- 
plication and material was 92 cent, 
per acre. 


Since harvest, 165 acres of seed- 


ling trees and 26 acres of budde<~ 
trees have been placed in the wood 
pile, bringing the total acreage o 
trees removed since 1929 up to 94i 
acres, composed of 832 acres ox seed 
lings and 114 acres of buds. Ninety 
three acres have been replanted tc 
budded walnuts.

The program will cover a consid- 


erable range of subjects, according 
o M. H. Kimball, assistant farm ad- 
visor in Los Angeles county for the 
University of California. 


One of the most important topics j 


is a discussion of the production 
credit situation for walnut growers 
by A. W. Christie, field manager of 
the California Walnut Growers asso- 
ciation, who is also a director in the 
Los Angeles Production Credit asso- 
ciation. With 5% per cent produc- 
tion credit available, the information 
Christie will bring as to method of 
obtaining loans should be welcomed 
by every grower. 


Pest control will be discussed from 


the standpoint of aphis and codling 
both by O. L. Braucher, assistant in 
orchard management at the River- 
side citrus experiment station. In 
the afternoon, a demonstration of 
spray machines, thirty-foot spray 
towers of different types, and dust- 
ers will be conducted by Prof. A. M. 
Boyce, assistant entomologist, Uni- 
versity of California, at the Muck- 
enthaler orchard at Placentia. 


The importance of aphis in rela- 


tion to quality is but little realized 
by the majority of the growers, Kim- 
ball believes, because injury to the 
nut is obscure and lacking in definite 
characteristics, such as the worm in- 
jury by codling moth. 


The use of towers for harvest will 


be demonstrated and their bearing 
on quality in connection with early 
harvest program will be discussed. 
New tower designs will be available 
by that date for construction of these 
structures. They are an absolute es- 
sential in tall trees, Kimball believes, 
in order that all parts of the tree 
may be properly shaken at harvest 
time. 


The program of this meeting is 


particularly well rounded and will 
bring the growers a variety of in- 
formation quite necessary at this 
time of the year.
